-1. never 
heard of any Man who ventured ſo much in any ob 
theſe . private Lotteries, as to diſturb (much - Jels 
ruin) himſelf for the loſs ; nor_do. we koow. of any 
Merchane who left off his Traffick, or Shopkeeper. his 
. Shop to follow theſe pernicious Lotteries. Ir is cer- 
tain that ſome Fainilies have been fet up by Lot- 
teries, but none yet ruined by them ; and I am cre- 
dibly informed, that in one private Lorery. gwo poor 
Families, and numerous in poor Relations were raiſed 
in the World, and egabled to go on in their Handi- 
craft Trades, by. Two Benefits of Five hundred Pound 
each, which Providence or. Fortung beſtowed. upon 
them ; And ia the ſame Lotterie Two good: Shop- 
keepers were put at caſe by Two more Benefits of 2 
greater Value; and yet upon enquigy it. did not ap» 
pear thac more. than Ten Pound was. ventured among 
all Four. | I bave . heard it .objeed (though .not. by 
our Author ) that eheſe Lotteries may give an. occa- 
fion to debauch young Apprentices, and, in expea- 
tion of a good Prize they .may , be tempted ro rob 
their Maſters, that they. may. have a Stake or Ticket 
in the Box ; but certainly choſe. who are. fo wickedly 
enclined, will ( of all other ill ways) chuſe this of 
Lotreries the lat ; for. firſt, they muft put their Mo- 
ney repay 246=1 ſome Goldſmirh's Hands, where probably 
they may be known, or if they. have. a Prize ( cſpe- 
cially 2 conſiderable one ) they cannot eſcape. by. the 
fame Hands ,of being diſcovered... Beſides, I have 
beard at ſaid, That theſe little Entertainments haye 
given. us a proportionable Reputation in Foreign Parts; 
and our Confederates are willing to believe that we 
cannot be wanting to ſupply. them, .and the neceſſary

Expences abroad ,” who can [b/ eafily ſport #way ſhch' 
Sunvis at home. * It hath been obferved, that more 'old 
hoardced* Money hath been brought into the Gold- 
ſmiths, upon the account of Lotteries; chan they had 
ſeen in ſome. Years in their  ordmary proſecution of 
their Trade; and this Beoefir the Publick hath re 
ceived. by it, that good quantities of buried Money* 
hath cifculated among us, which- otherwiſe could 
never 'have hoped for a RefurreQion whilſt their Co= 
vetous Maſters were above ground. In ſhore, Lot-- 
teries ſurely canndt be* fo deſtructive 'of Trade, to'the 
impoverſbing this Realm, as*our Author would in- 
finuate ; for hen cercainly our: Neighbours, 'who are 
the . greateſt Traitrs in Eprope, and: probably 'beſt un- 
derſtand 'it, and their Intereft rog,'-would' fide ar* this 
time pores ray the Publication of our” Author's 
Refle&ions) ' follow fo pernicious an Exainple; and 
yet we are affnred in ourpublick Prints, thatrhe Divechand 
Hantburgbers are at this very time ſetting _— pernicious 
Proje(t of Lotteries. But F'miaft remember -2 'that 
I am no Advocate, only methinks Ingenuity and *1n+ 
duſtry ſhould not meer with any publick Diſcourage- 
ments amongſt us, eſpecially from fo great a Patriot 
and Lover of his Cou#trey.
